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PREFACE. 


In  presenting  Volume  II  of  this  Digest  to  the  public,  it  is  necessary 
to  say  but  little,  and  what  is  said  must  be  principally  by  way  of  expla- 
nation. 

Firs.,  the  reader  is  to  be  reminded  that  the  first  thirty-two  pages  of 
Volume  I  contain  a  list  showing  the  changes  made  in  the  different  Pro- 
bate Districts  of  Connecticut  from  the  beginning,  and  also  what  towns 
were  comprised  by  them  at  every  change.  This  list  is  of  great  value  to  any 
one  tracing  their  ancestry,  as  they  are  correctly  guided  from  district  to 
district  and  town  to  town  in  the  backward  path  of  genealogical  research 
without  extra  expense  or  unnecessary  loss  of  valuable  time. 

Abbreviations  have  been  made  use  of  as  follows :  Invt.,  Inventory ; 
Adms.,  Administration  and  derivatives ;  Dist,  Distribution  and  deriva- 
tives ;  Recog.,  Recognizance ;  W.  R.,  Windsor  Records ;  P.  C,  Private 
Controversies;  Cert:  for  "Certified  by."  This  latter  contraction  will  ap- 
pear in  cases  of  guardianship.  It  was  the  law  that  a  minor  over  14  years 
of  age  could  go  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  and  choose  a  guardian,  of 
which  act  the  justice  of  the  peace  certified  to  the  Probate  Court.  Hence 
the  abbreviated  form :  "Cert :  John  Doe,  J.  P." 

The  law  allowed  a  widow  the  use  of  one-third  part  of  the  real  estate 
of  her  deceased  husband  during  her  life,  and  one-third  of  his  personal 
estate  forever ;  but  the  husband,  by  will,  could  devise  to  his  wife  the  use 
of  one-third  of  his  real  estate  while  she  remained  his  widow.  So,  "I  give 
to  my  wife  her  dower  rights"  was  a  shortened  way  of  stating  the  case. 

In  Volume  X  of  the  original  records  (the  last  volume  in  this  book) 
many  inventories  were  found  where  the  figures  had  not  been  carried  out 
from  the  lines  of  items  into  columns  to  be  footed,  and  others  where  the 
figures  had  been  carried  out  into  columns  but  not  footed,  and  this  contin- 
ued in  the  succeeding  volumes.  Why  the  Court  should  have  accepted, 
under  oath,  inventories  offered  in  such  an  incomplete  condition,  is  not 
clear.  The  compiler  has  himself  footed  a  great  many  of  these  inventories, 
in  order  to  give  his  work  a  better  appearance ;  but  to  foot  them  all  was  too 
great  an  undertaking. 

To  make  this  same  Volume  X  more  incomplete  (aside  from  its  badly 
broken-up  leaves),  more  than  sixty  wills  which  ought  to  have  been  re- 
corded therein  were  laid  over  and  recorded  in  Volume  XII,  which  dates 
nearly  ten  years  later.  These  will  be  found  in  their  proper  places  in  this 
Digest.

"You,  A.  B.,  do  Swear  that  you  have  truly  and  fully 
presented  all  and  every  part  of  the  Estate  of  C.  D.,  deceased, 
that  at  present  you  know  of  to  the  apprisers  thereof  (which 
is  Contained  in  the  Inventory  thereof  made  and  now  Exhibited 
in  this  Court)  ;  And  that  if  hereafter  any  more  of  the 
Estate  of  the  said  C.  D.,  deceased,  Shall  come  into 
your  hands  or  knowledge,  you  will  present  a  true 
account  thereof  to  this  Court,  that  it  may  be  added  to  the 
said  Inventory."

And  the  rest  of  the  unlaid 
out  land  to  be  divided  equally  amongst  his  children,  and  not  to  be  sold 
away  from  my  family,  not  any  of  the  lands ;  and  the  thirty  acres  adjoining 
to  Goodman  Bingham's  and  Goodman  Larrabee's  land  to  be  at  my  wive's 
dispose,  and  to  give  deed  and  to  make  sale  of,  according  to  law.

Windham,  8  April,  1701. 
The  said  Robert  Hebard  and  John  Reed  gave  oath  that  they  were 
present  when  John  Abbey,  that  is  deed.,  did  give  this  direction  to  make 
his  will  as  is  above  written ;  and  when  it  was  read  to  him,  he  said  just 
so  he  would  have  it.

my  son  Fitz  John  if  he  survive  his  mother;  if  not,  the  £150  to  be  and 
remain  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever.  Also,  I  give  her  the  use  and  improve- 
ment of  the  homested,  bounded  south  on  Samuel  Gibbs  and  Henry  Wol- 
cott,  north  on  my  father-in-law,  John  Cross,  also  land  I  bought  of  my 
sister-in-law,  Abigail  Grant,  now  wife  of  Doctor  Mather.  I  give  to  my 
son  Alexander,  to  be  paid  and  delivered  to  him  at  21  years  of  age,  my 
now  dwelling  house,  warehouse,  shop  and  barn,  with  the  upland  and 
pasture  land  thereunto  belonging,  bounded  west  on  a  highway,  south  on 
Samuel  Gibbs,  Sen.,  and  Mr.  Henry  Wolcott's  land,  north  on  land  be- 
longing to  John  Grant,  deed.,  east  on  a  highway.  Also,  I  give  to  my  sd. 
son  Alexander,  when  he  comes  to  be  of  age  as  abovesd.,  £400  in  cash  at 
15  pennyweight,  or  other  pay  equivalent.  I  give  to  my  son  John,  out  of 
my  estate  in  cash,  at  15  pennyweight,  or  other  pay  equivalent,  the  sum 
of  £500,  to  be  paid  him  when  he  shall  attain  to  the  age  of  21  years.  I  give 
to  my  daughter  Mary,  out  of  my  estate,  £450  cash,  at  15  pennyweight, 
when  she  shall  be  18  years  of  age.  Also,  I  give  to  my  sd.  daughter  Mary 
a  sealskin  trunk,  with  those  things  that  are  therein,  which  were  her 
mother's  apparrel.  I  give  to  my  youngest  son  Fitz  John,  out  of  my  es- 
tate, £4.00  in  cash  or  other  pay  equivalent,  to  be  paid  him  when  he  comes 
to  the  age  of  21  years.  And  I  declare  it  to  be  my  will  that  my  sd.  wife 
Elizabeth  shall  have  the  use  of  the  £400  I  have  given  to  my  son  Fitz  John, 
towards  the  education  and  bringing  up  my  sd.  son  till  he  comes  to  the 
age  of  21  years.  As  a  token  of  my  love,  I  give  to  my  two  brothers, 
William  Allin  and  Robert  Allin,  living  in  Scotland,  £10  to  each  of  them, 
in  cash,  to  be  laid  out  in  Boston  in  that  which  may  be  most  for  their  ben- 
efit, by  my  honoured  and  much  respected  friend,  Mr.  John  Borland,  of 
Boston,  and  by  him  sent  to  my  sd.  brothers,  which  I  desire  and  impower 
Mr.  Borland  to  do.  I  give  towards  the  building  of  a  school-house  upon 
the  meeting-house  Green,  on  the  west  side  of  the  Great  River,  in  Windsor, 
£15  in  cash,  provided  it  be  built  within  two  years  after  the  date  hereof.  I 
give  to  the  Scots  Boxx  in  Boston  £5  in  cash.  I  appoint  my  wife  and  Mr. 
John  Borland,  merchant,  of  Boston,  Capt.  Matthew  Allyn,  Mr.  John 
Moore,  Sen.,  Doctor  Samuel  Mather,  Mr.  Roger  Wolcott  and  Mr.

Worshipfull  and  Respected  Sir:  Mr.  Nathaniel  Stanly:  These  few 
lines  are  to  give  your  worship  an  account  that  the  above  inventory  was 
taken  by  myself  and  the  other  two  subscribers  at  a  time  when  there  was 
a  difference  in  Haddam  about  the  choice  of  their  Townsmen,  so  that  what

Whereas,  by  the  overruling  providence  of  God  our  hond.  father,  George 
Griswold,  Sen.,  of  Windsor,  hath  departed  this  life  and  left  a  considerable  * 
part  of  his  estate  not  made  over  unto  his  wife  and  children  by  will  or 
otherwise,  according  to  law,  but  left  a  draught  drawn,  unsubscribed  or 
witnessed,  wherein  is  expressed  how  he  would  have  sd.  estate  distributed 
to  his  sd.  wife  and  surviving  posterity  hereinafter  nominated :  We  there- 
fore whose  names  are  subscribed,  being  heirs  or  legatees  unto  the  estate 
fore  mentioned,  for  the  settlement  of  sd.  estate  and  maintenance  of  peace 
and  love  one  with  another,  have  come  to  this  agreement  with  and  amongst 
ourselves,  if  it  shall  please  the  Hond.  Court  to  grant  us  a  confirmation : 
1st.  We  agree  in  general  that  what  our  honoured  father's  will  was,  as  ex- 
pressed in  the  writing  fore  mentioned,  excepting  in  some  few  particu- 
lars, shall  stand.

Wilson,  Elizabeth,*  widow  of  Phineas  Wilson,  Hartford.  The  iden- 
tity of  this  woman  having  been  questioned,  and  conflicting  claims  having 
been  made  in  regard  thereto,  the  compiler  of  this  work  has  spared  no  pains 
in  order  to  make  it  as  clear  as  possible,  with  the  following  result : — 

By  the  will  of  John  Warren  of  Boston,  Mass.  (a  cardmaker),  dated 
10  July,  1677,  and  probated  31  July,  1677  [see  Suffolk  County,  Mass., 
Probate  Book  6,  page  191],  he  gives  all  his  personal  estate  to  his  wife 
Elizabeth  to  bring  up  "my  son  Nathaniel  and  Abigail."  He  also  mentions 
"my  other  children,"  also  "son  Joshua"  and  "son  Thomas."  The  wit- 
nesses to  this  will  were  John  Comer  and  John  ffernside.  This,  according 
to  the  research  which  has  been  made,  is  the  first  mention  of  the  Elizabeth 
Wilson  named  above,  when  she  appears  (1677)  as  Elisabeth  Warren, 
widow  of  John  Warren.  It  seems  evident  by  a  comparison  of  dates  that 
at  this  time  she  was  at  least  40  years  of  age. 

This  Elisabeth  Warren,  widow,  next  appears  (1681)  as  one  of  the 
principal  parties  to  a  marriage  contract,  the  other  being  Samuel  Sendall, 
a  limeburner,  of  Boston.  By  this  contract  (ante-nuptial)  Samuel  Sendall 
quitclaims  to  Elisabeth  Warren,  widozv,  all  his  right,  title  and  interest  in 
any  property  at  that  time  in  her  possession  as  John  Warren's  widow,  an 
inventory  of  which  accompanies  the  contract ;  and  as  a  further  inducement 
to  effect  the  marriage,  Samuel  Sendall  gives  to  Elisabeth  Warren,  widow, 
certain  real  estate  in  Condit  Street,  Boston,  the  same  being  mentioned  in 
later  deeds  and  agreements.  The  "feoffees  in  trust"  to  this  agreement  or 
contract  were  John  Danson,  a  pastry  cook,  and  Edward  Drinker,  a  potter. 
The  date  is  29  September,  1681. —  [Suffolk  County  Land  Records,  Book 
12,  pages  1,  2,  3. 

She  next  appears  (1685)  as  the  widow  of  Samuel  Sendall  (lime- 
burner)  of  Boston,  and  also  as  a  party  to  a  "triparte"  indenture  made  11 
July,  1685,  between  John  Hayward  (public  notary),  of  the  first  part; 
Elisabeth  Sendall,  widow  of  Samuel  Sendall  (limeburner),  of  the  second 
part;  and  John  Comer  (pewterer)  and  Edward  Drinker  (potter),  of  the 
third  part,  all  of  Boston ;  which  indenture  is  simply  another  ante-nuptial 


*The  facts  here  given  in  relation  to  this  woman  were  extracted  from  the  origin- 
al records  in  Boston,  Mass.,  and  furnished  the  compiler  through  the  kindness  and 
courtesy  of  Mr.  James  Allen  Kibbe  of  Warehouse  Point,  Conn.,  and  Mr.  Alanson 
H.  Reed  of  Wellesley  Hills,  Mass.— [C.  W.  M. 
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contract  between  Elisabeth  Sendall,  widow,  and  John  Hayward,  public 
notary  (with  John  Comer  and  Edward  Drinker  as  witnesses),  which  se- 
cures to  her  the  property  already  given  her  by  her  former  husbands,  John 
Warren  and  Samuel  Sendall. —  [Suffolk  County  Land  Records,  Book  13, 
page  354. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  right  here  that  this  John  Hayward 
(public  notary)  testifies  in  a  deposition  made  28  November,  1672  (he 
being  then  33  years  old),  as  to  instructions  given  him  to  make  a  certain  deed, 
etc.  This  is  mentioned  because  an  ante-nuptial  agreement  or  contract  ap- 
parently existed  between  John  Warren  and  his  wife  Elizabeth,  as  he  men- 
tions it  in  his  will  (1677).  If  so,  it  may  be  that  the  above  mentioned  de- 
position refers  to  that  agreement,  as  its  date  (1672)  would  be  about  the 
time  that  John  Warren  and  Elizabeth  his  wife  were  married.  And  if  this 
agreement  could  be  found  anywhere  upon  record,  it  might  disclose  the 
identity  of  her  maiden  name,  which  is  believed  to  have  been  Danson,  and 
might  also  prove  that  she  was  Elizabeth  Crossthwayt,  widow,  when  she 
married  John  Warren,  about  1672.  Thus  it  is  possible  that  this  woman 
Elizabeth  Danson  had  during  her  life  five  husbands,  as  follows : 

( Crossthwayt, 

I  John  Warren,  cardmaker, 
Elizabeth  Danson,   -{  Samuel  Sendall,  limeburner, 

John  Hayward,  public  notary, 
Phineas  Wilson,  merchant 

Of  the  first  husband  mentioned  here  we  are  not  sure,  but  of  the  four 
others,  in  the  order  mentioned,  there  is  no  doubt. 

We  next  meet  with  her  ( 1687)  as  the  widow  of  John  Hayward,  pub- 
lic notary,  who,  in  his  will  (dated  15  February,  1687-8)  ratifies  and  con- 
firms "  that  covenant  which  I  made  with  my  now  wife,  or  feoffees  in  trust 
in  her  behalfe,  before  marriage,  relating  to  her  house  and  lands  in  Condit 
street,  in  said  Boston.  Also,  I  doe  hereby  confirme  unto  my  said  wife  the 
warehouse  and  land  wch :  I  purchased  for  her  of  Gyles  Dyer,  adjoyning  to 
her  said  lands,  wch :  I  caused  to  be  made  over  to  feoffees  in  trust  for  her 
use.  All  of  which  is  in  lieue  of  her  right  of  dower  or  thirds  in  or  to  my 
estate."  She  was  also  appointed  executrix  of  his  will. — [Suffolk  County 
Probate  Records,  Vol.  10,  pp.  224-226. 

At  last  she  appears  (in  1692)  as  the  widow  of  Phineas  Wilson,  who, 
in  his  will  (dated  6  May,  1691)  gives  "to  Elizabeth,  my  well-beloved  wife, 
my  new  dwelling  house  scituate  in  Hartford."  Also,  "to  my  only  son  (by 
a  former  wife,  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Sanford,  of  Hartford)  Nathaniel 
Wilson,  lands  in  Hartford,  formerly  the  estate  of  his  grandfather,  Mr. 
Nathaniel  Sanford  deed."  Also,  unto  "my  wife's  daughter,  Abigail  War- 
ren, ten  pounds  in  money."  Here  we  have  in  this  Abigail  Warren,  men- 
tioned by  Phineas  Wilson  as  "my  wife's  daughter,"  added  and  sufficient 
proof  that  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Wilson  was  originally  the  wife  of  John  Warren, 
and,  if  so,  then  necessarily  the  wife  successively  of  Samuel  Sendall  and 
John  Hayward. — [Suffolk  County  Probate  Records,  Vol.  13,  pp.  37,  106; 
Vol.  15,  p.  120. 
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This  Abigail  Warren,  daughter  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Wilson  by  a 
former  husband  (John  Warren  of  Boston)  was  married  about  1691  to 
Richard  Lord  of  Hartford,  who  died  in  January  or  February,  1711-12 
(see  pages  254  and  255  of  this  book),  and  after  Mr.  Lord's  death  she  be- 
came the  wife  of  the  Rev.  Timothy  Woodbridge. 

The  next  we  hear  from  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Wilson  (1717)  is  through 
a  Probate  Court  Record  entry  at  Hartford,  Vol.  IX,  Page  32,  wherein 
she,  "being  indisposed  in  body  and  not  able  to  go  from  home"  (she  was 
at  this  time  probably  about  80  years  old),  desires  that  a  Court  of  Probate 
might  be  held  at  her  house,  in  Hartford,  which  was  accordingly  granted. 
And  at  this  session  of  the  Hartford  Probate  Court,  held  in  her  own 
house,  8  May,  1717,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Wilson,  now  widow  of  Phineas  Wil- 
son, renders  an  additional  account  to  the  Court  on  the  estate  of  her 
former  husband,  Mr.  John  "Howard"  of  Boston,  Pub:  Notary  (a  sale 
of  £100  worth  of  lands  in  Dunstable,  Mass.,  and  disbursements  of  £68-13- 
00  on  account  of  his  estate),  she  being  his  executrix.  A  record  of  this 
meeting  is  also  to  be  found  in  Probate  Book  19,  pp.  332-333,  Suffolk 
County  Probate  Records  (Boston),  to  which  Samuel  Sewell,  Esq.,  Judge 
of  Probate  at  that  time,  added:  "Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hayward  (now  Wilson), 
the  executrix,  being  unable  to  travel  by  reason  of  her  great  age  and 
infirmity,  and  having  seen  the  vouchers,  I  allow  the  foregoing  account," 
etc.  A  record  of  this  meeting  also  appears  on  page  405  of  this  volume, 
under  "Howard,"  John,  which  is  as  it  is  recorded  in  Hartford,  but  nev- 
ertheless should  have  been  Hayward. 

Finally,  on  the  5th  of  January,  1724-5,  and  when  she  could  not  have 
been  far  from  87  years  old,  she  makes  her  own  will,  signing  it  as 
Elizabeth  Wilson,  and  then  lived  some  three  years  longer,  as  her  death 
occurred  in  July,  1727,  and  her  will  was  probated  in  August  of  the  same 
year,  thus  making  her  age  at  death  about  90  years. 

The  account  of  this  person  is  really  very  interesting,  and  shows  her 
to  have  been  a  woman  of  great  business  ability;  and,  when  taken  in  con- 
nection with  the  account  of  Nathaniel  Wilson,  son  of  Phineas  Wilson  (see 
page  140  of  this  volume),  proves  not  only  that  truth  is  stranger  than 
fiction,  but  also  how  easy  it  is  to  be  mistaken.

I  give  to  my 
grandson,  Elisha  Lord,  £200.  I  give  to  my  grandsons,  Richard  Lord, 
Epaphras  Lord,  Ichabod  Lord  and  Theodore  Woodbridge,  to  each  of 
them  the  sum  of  £200.  I  give  to  my  three  granddaughters,  Jerusha 
Whiting,  Mary  Pitkin  and  Elizabeth  Lord,  to  each  of  them  £100.  I  give 
unto  each  of  my  granddaughters  1-4  part  of  my  household  stuff,  to  be 
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equally  divided  between  them.  I  give  unto  each  of  my  son  Woodbridge's 
children  a  gold  ring.  I  give  unto  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas  Buckingham,  of 
Hartford,  the  sum  of  iio.  I  give  to  Joanna  Stone  of  Boston  iio,  and  to  my 
daughter  Warren  of  Boston  iio,  and  to  her  son  Thomas  Warren  iio.
